BARBADOS. 

An Ad to amend The Barbados Railway 
Company's Act, ^passed the 25th day of 
February 1873, and also to amend The 
Barbados Railway Company's Act, 
Amendment Act, 'passed the 11th day of 
April 1878. 

WHEREAS The Barbados Railway 
Company (hereinafter referred to as 
*' the company ") have preferred their 
humble petition to the legislature of this 
Island setting forth that by the Barbados 
Railway Company's Act of the 25th day of 
February 1873, and the Barbados Railway

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Company's Act, Amendment Act of the 11th 
clay of Aj^ril 1878, the Company are guaran- 
teed by the Government of this Island a net 
income of six thousand pounds sterling per 
annum for the period of twenty years and 
the amount so as aforesaid guaranteed and 
paid by the Government must whenever 
the receipts of the Company exceed a sum 
which would after deducting the ordinary 
working and current expenses of the Com- 
pany, yield a net income of six thousand 
pounds per annum be recouped and repaid to 
the public treasury and must be charged on the 
net revenue of the Company notwithstand- 
ing the expiration of twenty years to which 
the legislative guarantee is intended to 
apply and Avhenever the receipts of the 
Company exceed a sum which after deduct- 
ing the ordinary working and current ex- 
penses as aforesaid would leave a net income 
of six thousand pounds per annum, no 
greater sum than six thousand pounds per 
annum shall be deemed available for interest 
or dividend until the public treasury has 
been fully recouped for any payment or 
payments made to the Company under the 
guarantee, and further setting forth that 
the twenty years for which the said guaran- 
tee was made available will expire on the 
tenth day of September one thousand nine 
hundred and three and further setting forth 
that during the whole period the Company 
have worked their undertaking the autjuorized 
expenditure (owing to the various unforeseen 
difficulties and expenses in the upkeep of 
the Railway) has exceeded the income de- 
rived for traffic and the Government has 
therefore with one exception been called 
upon to pay each year the full amount of 
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the guarantee and so far as can be judged 
from the present prospects of the Company 
and the necessity existing for still further 
improvements in the general service of the 
Railway the Government will be required 
to continue payment of the annual sum 
guaranteed until the expiration on the 
tenth day of September one thousand nine 
hundred and three of the twenty years for 
which it has been made available, and fur- 
ther setting forth that from the fact of the 
amount of this guarantee being regulated 
by certain conditions of revenue and ex- 
penditure as set forth in the balf yearly 
accounts it could never be regarded as a 
fixed sum payable by the Government and 
that the possilDility of such payment varying 
has been a source of much embarrassment 
to the company in Barbados in its efforts 
to improve the property and consequently 
the credit of the undertaking has been and 
will continue to be very materially affected, 
and further setting forth that to make the 
guarantee a fixed payment to the company 
would, considerably enhance the value of 
the shares and afford encouragement to 
English investors to advance further capital 
for the carrying out of certain contemplated 
and much needed extensions of their lines 
to other districts of this Island fi'om which 
it is believed great benefits will result, and 
further setting forth that the company have 
petitioned the Govemor-in-Executive Com- 
mittee to recommend to the Legislature of 
this Island the passing of an Act giving 
the company a fixed subsidy of six thousand 
pounds per annum payable half yearly for 
twelve years ending the tenth day of 
September one thousand nine hundred and 
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three in place of the existing guarantee 
and also relieving the company from the re- 
payment of all moneys already or hereafter 
to be paid by the Government to them in 
respect of such guarantee or subsidy and 
which repayments it could never be possible 
for the Company to make under any cir- 
cumstances and that the Govemor-in-Execu- 
tive Committee has consented to recommend 
the passing of such an Act but limiting the 
subsidy to ten years commencing from the 
first day of January one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety two, and further setting 
forth as in the said petition appears, and 
such petition prays the Legislature of this 
Island to pass an Act in the terms recom- 
mended by the said Govemor-in-Executive 
Committee ; And Whereas it is deemed 
expedient to pass such Act; Be it therefore 
enacted by the Governor, Council and As- 
sembly of this Island and by the authority 
of the same as follows :

BAEBADOS. 
An Act to amend the Quarantine Act, 1880. 

BE it enacted by the Governor, Council, 
and Assembly of this Island, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows ; 

1. (1.) Every person who is guilty of an 
offence against any of the provisions of " The 
Quarantine Act, 1880," or of any rule or 
regulation made under it, may be arrested 
without any warrant and shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds 
or imprisonment with or without hard la- 
bour for any term not exceeding six months. 

(2.) Any person convicted and sentenced 
to imprisonment under this section may, for 
any offence which has rendered him a pos- 
sible source of infection to others, by order 
of the police magistrate be taken to any ves- 
sel in quarantine or to Pelican Island and 
there imprisoned. 

(3.) All offences and penalties under "The 
Quarantine Act, 1880," and this Act may be 
prosecuted and recovered summarily before 
a police magistrate on the complaint of any 
person.

BE it enacted by the Governor, Council, 
and Assembly of this island, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all purposes 
as " The Poor Eelief Act, 1892.'' 

2. This Act is divided into four parts re- 
lating to the following subject matters ; 

Part I. — To the Poor Law* Board and 

its oflBcers. 
Part II. — To Local Boards. 
Part in.— To Medical Officers. 
Part IV. — To miscellaneous matters 

Part i. 

The Poor Law Board and its Oficers. 

3. The Poor Law Board shall be com- Composition of 
posed of a president, and four other persons Poor Law Board.

Grovemor, of whom one at least shall be a 
member of the Legislative Council, and two 
at least members of the General Assembly ; 
provided always that the members so ap-

sufficient. The medical officers so appointed 
shall be subject to the authority of the 
guardians and be amenable to any rules 
or regulations, so far as may be applicable 
to them for the government of the alms- 
houses, infirmaries or any other similar es- 
tablishment in the parish. The medical 
officers shall visit the said almshouses, 
and infirmaries at least twice a week and 
give their attendance to the sick .poor 
therein, and shall attend at other times 
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as often as required by any order of the 
guardians or other member of the vestry 
and shall record each visit in a medical 
book to be kept on the premises for that 
purpose with written directions as to the 
treatment of each case prescribed for. The 
guardians shall as soon as possible after 
the twenty fifth day of March in every year 
furnish each medical oflficer, if more than one, 
with a list of the out door paupers and 
their respective places of abode and thereaf- 
ter as often as the said list shall be added to 
or changed, and the medical officers shall 
promptly attend any out-door pauper on 
being requested to do so, in writing, or by 
parol by any inspector or guardian of the 
lX)or, and he or they shall also promptly 
attend and afford medical aid to any other 
person in the parish on being required to 
do so, in writing, by either of the guar- 
dians, or by any member of the vestiy ; 
provided, however, that whenever any med- 
ical officer be so required to attend any 
person, not an inmate of any almshouse or 
infirmary, nor upon the list of out-door poor, 
the medical officer shall for every such case 
be entitled to a fee not exceeding one 
guinea to be paid by the parochial treasurer 
on the order of any guardian ; provided 
also that in any extreme or difficult case 
the vestry shall be at liberty to order the 
payment of such a fee as they may deem 
proper. It shall also be the duty of the 
medical officer to examine into the sanitary 
condition of any almshouse or infirmary in 
his parish and to note in the book any 
remarks or suggestions he may think proper 
with a view to the comfort, health, dietary, 
or clothing of the inmates.

WHEREAS the vestry of the parish of 
Saint Philip in this island, have by 
their humble petition to the Legislature of 
the island, prayed that they may be autho- 
rised to raise a loan not exceeding the sum 
of one hundred and sixty six pounds thir- 
teen shillings and four-pence to enable them 
to purchase a residence for the dispenser of 
the almshouse of the said parish ; And 
Whereas it is deemed expedient to grant the 
prayer of the said petition ;• Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Governor, Council, and 
Assembly of this Island, and by the autho- 
rity of the same, as follows ;

An Act to enable Jmnes Kenneth Douglas 
MacKenzie (Jiereinafter called *' Kenneth 
MacKenzie'*) to supply electricity for the 
purpose of lighting tihe City of Bridge- 
tC'Wn and the suburbs thereof and for 
other purposes. 

WHEREAS tihe lighting of Bridgetown 
would be gieuly improved^ by thd 
tise* of electricity ; And WhorertS Kenneth 
SflacKenzie of Broadway Chamber*, West- 
minster, in the City of London, Civil En- 
gineer, is willing to provide the DecessHry 
machinery and to lay wires underground, 
and to provide other apparatus necessary 
for so lighting as aforesaid on having the 
exclusive right to do so for a limited term 
granted to him ; Be it enacted by the Go- 
vernor, Council, nnd Assembly of this island 
and by the authority of the samej ns fol- 
lows : —

as ** The Bridgetown P^lectric Lifrhting Act, 
1893."

The undertakers within a period 
of twelve months after the commencement

WHEREAS The Barbados Railway 
Company, Limited, (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as "the company") have petitioned 
the legislature of this island to grant 
them powers to construct and maintain a 
tramway from the city of Bridgetown to. 
6'o^Z^ton plantation in the parish of Saint Peter; 
And Whereas it is deemed expedient to 
grant the said company the powers they ask 
for ; Be it therefore enacted by the Go- 
vernor, Council, and Assembly of this island, 
and by the authority of the saoie, as fol- 
lows : —

1. This Act may be cited for all purposes Short title 
as *• The Barb ados Railway Company, Limit- 
ed, (Tramways) Act, 189B."

WHEREAS the sum of money granted 
out of the public treasury by " The 
Appropriation Act, 1892,*' for the service of

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and ninety two granting additional sums out 
of the public treasury, and it is deemed ex- 
pedient to appropriate the same in the man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned ; Be it therefore 
enacted by the Governor, Council and As- 
sembly of this Island and by tbe authority 
of the same as follows ;
